ſcribed, have propoſed and agreed with each other, to 
enter into, and form an aſſociation, to be called the 
KENTISsH ToONTINE SOCIETY, for the Benefit of Sur- 
vivors, for the purpoſe of raiſing a Capital by quarterly 
fubſcriptions, to be divided at the expiration of Seven 
Years from the date hereof, in manner and form, and 
under the rules and regulations hereinaſter mentioned. 


Now THESE PRESENTS W1TNEsSS, that to the in- 
tent and purpoſe, and with the views aforeſaid, We, 
whoſe names are ſubſcribed, do, and each and every one 
of us doth hereby covenant, promiſe, undertake and 
agree with the other and others of us reſpedctively, to 
abide by, ſubmit to, and in all things fully and effettually 
to obſerve, perform, and keep, the ſeveral rules, orders, 
covenants, and agreements, on each and every of our 
parts to be ſubmitted to, obſerved, perſormed, and kept, 
as are hereinaſter particularly mentioned and expreſſed, 
according to the true intent and direct meaning thereof,

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IMPRIMIS 


Th AT the ſaid Society hereby formed and 
eſtabliſhed this ſixth day of Auguſt, for the ſeveral 
purpoſes hereinafter contained, ſhall be called a 
Tontine, under the name of the KENTISH TON- 
TINE; and for the preſent, the number of mem- 
bers be indefinite and unlimitted, and theſe articles 
be kept open for the ſignature of any perſon or per- 
ſons whomſoever, without regard to age or ſex; 
and ſo to remain for one year from the date hereof. 
And the ſaid ſociety ſhall be ſubje&@ to a further 
addition of members, if the Committee, herein- 
after appointed, ſhall, in their diſcretion, deter- 

A mine 
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mine it to be for the benefit of the faid ſociety ; 
and the time limitted for the admiſſion of mem- 
bers, from the ſixth day of Auguſt, 1793, ſhall be 
ſettled and fixed by the ſaid Committee for the 
time being, or the major part of them. 


II. 


That for the more orderly and effeftual manages 
ment of this undertaking, and the affairs of the 
ſaid ſociety, there ſhall, during the continuance 
of the ſaid ſociety, be twenty-one of the mem- 
bers thereof, who ſhall be a Committee, for the 
purpoſes aforeſaid and hereinafter mentioned ; 
and alſo for the purpoſes of inſpetting all the con- 
cerns, tranſattions, and management of the ſaid 
ſociety, and of all and every of its affairs, and for 
all other purpoſes that ſhall or may relate to the 
intereſt and well being of the ſaid ſociety ; and 
that five, or more, of the ſaid members, aſſem- 
bling, as hereinafter directed, ſhall and may act 
as a Committee, in all caſes, except in thoſe caſes 
only that are particularly ſpecified ; and the ſaid 
Committee ſhall, to all intents, effects, conſtruc- 
tions, and purpoſes whatſoever, have the general 
ſuperintendance, direction, and management there. 
of: with full power and authority, from time to 
time, to frame rules for regulating their own 


proceedings, That the ſaid Committee ſhall be 
| cholen 
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choſen and elefted, at a meeting of the ſubſcribers, 
as hereinaſter particularly mentioned.

That Matthew Bloxam, Eſq. M. P. Edward 
Jeremiah Curties, Eſq. of Lincoln's-inn, Chriſto- 
pher Hull, Eſq. of London ; Robert Pope, Eſq. 
Tobias Hammond, Eſq. George Biſhop, Eſq. 
Mr. George Burr, Mr. Jacob Stone, Mr. John 
King, Mr. Flint Stacey, Mr. Thomas Day, Mr. 
George May, and Mr, Thomas Poole, Maidſtone, 
ſhall be the joint Truſtees of the ſaid ſociety, 
for the purpoſes hereinafter expreſſed, 


IV. 
That Meſſrs. Brenchley, Stacey, Parker, Sprin- 
get, and Penfold, Bankers, at Maidſtone, are 


hereby appointed Treaſurers of the ſaid ſociety, 
for the purpoſes hereinafter mentioned, 


V. 

That Mr. James Poole, Draper and Underta— 
ker, Week-ſtreet, Maidſtone, ſhall be, and is 
hereby deputed and appointed Secretary to the 
laid ſociety, ſor the purpoſes hereinafter particu- 
larly ſpecified, 

VI. ̃ 

That the capital ſtock and fund of the ſaid ſo- 
ciety ſhall conſiſt of the ſubſcriptions hereinafter 
mentioned, together with certain fines and for- 
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feitures of the ſaid members, as they are herein- 
after ſpecified and ordained. 


VII. 

That each member ſhall and will pay the ſum of 
Five Shillings quarterly, for each and every ſhare 
he or ſhe ſubſcribes for, during the full time and 
term of ſeven years next enſuing the date hereof, 
The firſt of the ſaid ſubſcriptions ſhall be made on, 
or commence from the 6th day of Auguſt, 1792;

into the hands of the Secretary, or of the Agents

pointed or to be appointed by the ſaid Secretary. 


XII. 

That the ſaid james Poole, Secretary to the 
faid ſociety, in conſideration of the emolu- 
ments appointed tobe paid him as hereinafter 
mentioned, doth hereby covenant and agree 
to provide (at his own coſt) and keep all proper 
and neceſſary books for the general office, wherein 
he ſhall enter or cauſe to be entered the names 
and reſidence and all other neceſſary occurrences, 
and additions of the ſubſcribers, and of their no- 
minees, and ſhall, if not prevented by ſickneſs or 
other inevitable accidents, regularly attend the 
Committee at their ſeveral meetings, to regiſter 
the reſolutions and transactions thereof; and ſhall 


keep 
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( 1 ) 
keep a full, true, juſt, and clear account of all 
monies, and ſecurities ſor money, belonging to 
the ſaid ſociety, and all other matters or things 
appertaining to the ſame ; which ſhall be ready at 
every ſuch meeting, ſor their inſpettion ; and fur- 
ther, that he, the ſaid Secretary, ſhall himſelf 
bear, and defray all expences attending the bu- 
ſineſs of this ſociety, except the charges of pur- 
chaſing and transferring Government ſtock, draw- 
ing declarations of truſt, and other allowance for 
the Committee, as hereinafter mentioned. 


XIII. 


That each of che members who hath already or 
may in future enter their names with the ſaid Se- 
cretary, or his agents, ſhall pay, or cauſe to be 
paid (excluſive of the quarterly ſubſcriptions, fines, 
&c.) the following ſums, every three months, until 
the expiration of ſeven years and fix months from 
the date hereof, for the uſe of the ſaid Secretary, 
as a compenſation for his trouble, and for enabling 
him to defray the expences of the ſociety, as 
impoſed on him by theſe rules, in order that 
the capital ſtock may be aſcertained, and remain 
undiminiſhed : that is to ſay, for every ſingle ſhare 
ſubſcribed for, the ſum of four-pence ; and for two 
or athouſand ſhares, ſix- pence, and no more on 
one number and one life for each, and every 
quarter for the time and term aforeſaid.

That the members of the ſaid Society, reſiding 
in or near the town of Maidſtone, ſhall be con- 
vened (or as many of them as chuſe to attend) on 
the ſixth Monday after the ſixth of Auguſt next, 
and ſuch meeting ſhall be at the Secretary's office 
(or ſome dther convenient houſe) for the purpoſe 
of electing and chooling a Committee, as afore- 


ſaid.

That the ſaid Committee, when choſen and 
appointed, ſhall meet at the Kentiſh Tontine 
Office, or any other houſe that ſhall be judged 
more convenient, at ſeven o'clock in the even- 
ing of the ſixth Monday after every quarterly 
day: that is to ſay, after the ſixth of Novem- 
ber, the ſixth of February, the ſixth of May, and 
the ſixth of Auguſt, in every year, and at ſuch 
other time or times as the Truſtees or Secretary 
ſhall ſee neceſſary, each Committee Man having 
received from the Secretary a notice, two days 
prior to ſuch meeting. 


XVI. 

That the Committee, at each of their meetings, 
be allowed for defraying the expences of ſuch 
attendance, one pound one ſhilling out of the ca- 
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pital dock of this ſociety, and no more; and in 
caſe of the demiſe, or if either of the members 
of the Committee for the time being ſhall negle& 
or. refuſe to ſerve, then the other members of 
the Committee, or the major part of them, ſhall 
elect ſome other reputable perſon out of the ſo- 
ciety at large, to ſupply the place of ſuch perſon 
dying, or negletting, or refuling to ſerve. 


XVII. 


That all the acts, covenants, and contraQts, of 
the Committee for the time being, ſhall charge 
and bind all and every the ſaid parties to theſe 
preſents, and all and every other perſon who 
ſhall become a member or members of the ſaid 
ſociety, as their own proper att or aQts and their 
determination ſhall be final in all caſes what- 
loever.

That in caſe of the demiſe of the ſaid Secretary, 
it ſhall and may be lawful for his heir, executor, 
adminiſtrator, or aſſign, (then or at any other 
time whenever the office of Secretary may or ſhall 
be vacant,) to nominate ſome perſon to ſucceed 
him in the office of Secretary; but the perſon ſo 
nominated ſhall not be deemed duly appointed, if

2 majority of the Committee ſignify their diſappro- 
bation of ſuch nomination; but in ſuch caſe the heirs 
executor, adminiſtrator, or aſſign, of the ſaid Se- 
cretary, ſhall forthwith nominate two other per- 
ſons, of repute and competent ability; one of 
whom the Committee for the time being, ſhall 
make choice of, and appoint to be Secretary, at 
their next meeting ; but ſuch perſon ſo nominat- 
ed and appointed ſhall immediately execute a deed 
to the Committee for the time being, whereby he 
ſhall undertake and engage to do, perform and 
execute, ſuſtaih, bear, and defray, all conditions, 
agreements and expences, and every other matter 
and thing appertaining to the ſaid office of Secre- 
tary, that the ſaid James Poole hereby un- 
dertakes and engages to perform, doi and 
execute, ſuſtain, bear and defray, and enjoy ſuch 
emoluments, and advantages thereunto belonging, 
or in any wiſe appertaining thereto, without any 
manner of objection or interruption whatever. 


XIX. 
That the ſaid Secretary ſhall hold no money, 


or ſecurities for money, received by him on ac- 
count of this ſociety, more than one month; and 
ſhall on the laſt Friday in every month, remit or 
pay the ſame, or cauſe it to be paid, into the hands 
of the Treaſurers, who ſhall give him a receipt 

or 
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or acknowledgment for the ſame in a book kept 
for that purpoſe ; and for this truſt, or better ſe- 
curity of ſuch ſums of money as may at any time 
be in the hands of the Secretary, he ſhall enter in- 
to a bond or obligation, in the penal ſum of two 


thouſand pounds, and find a ſurety or ſureties (if 


required in the ſum of one thouſand pounds, and 
ſuch bonds or obligations ſhall be executed to the 
Truſtees of the ſaid ſociety, or four of them, and 
remain in full force and virtue till the whole buſi- 


neſs is finally ſettled, 


XX. 

That the Secretary may, with the approbation 
of the committee, employ agents to act for and 
on behalf of the ſaid ſociety, in any town orplace ; 
which faid agents ſhall have a power to a& in 
ſuch manner as the committee ſhall think proper 
to authoriſe them, ſign certificates, admit meme 
bers, and receive ſubſcriptions in the ſame man- 
ner as the Secretary may or can lawfully do, 


XXI. 

That each of the agents appointed, or to be 
appointed ſhall (if required) execute a bond or 
obligation to the ſaid Truſtees, or four of them ; 
and thereby become bound to them in the 
ſum of two hundred pounds of lawful money 
of Great Britain, with a condition thereunder 
written for making void the ſame, if the per- 

. ſon 
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fon ſs executing and giving ſuch bond or obligati- 


on ſhall, in all refpeQs, faithfully and pundtually 
perform and execute the ſaid office of agent, and, 


from time to time, pay the monies received or to 
be received by him, on account of this ſociety, 


to the Secretary or Treaſurers; and alſo by way 
of ſecurity, each agent ſhall procure (if required) 
ſome reſponſible perſon to join him in the bond 
or obligation to the Truſtees as aforeſaid. 


XXII. 
That every agent employed, or to be employ- 


ed to aft for this ſociety, ſhall be paid for ſo act- 


ing by the Secretary only, out of the emolument 
allowed him for that and other purpoſes, as parti: 
cularly ſtated in the 12th article. 


XXIII. 


That cach and every agent ſhall engage to and 
with the ſaid Secretary for the time being, to keep 
Juſt and true books of account, relating to the ad- 
miſhon and ſubſcription of members, which ſhall 
be open at all times for the inſpeftion of ſuch 
members; and ſhall tranſmit an account of all ſub- 
ſeribers' names, and of their nominees and fub- 
Cription, and remit the money received by him 
or them on this ſociety's account to the Secretary or 


Treaſurers, within 14 days after each quarterly day; 
that 
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that is to ſay ; the 6th of Auguſt, the 6th of No- 
vember, the 6th of February, and the 6th of May, 
in every year, in calh, caſh notes, or bills not 
exceeding ſeven days fight, free of every expence 
whatever, whether poſtage or otherviſe, or allow 
legal diſcount for the full time that any draft or 
note tranſmitted by him hath then unexpired. 


XXIV. 

That if any ſuch agent ſhall negle, or refuſe to 
tranſmit tothe Secretary, a true and faithful account 
of the names of all ſuch perſons as ſhall or may have 
been by him or them admitted members of che ſaid 
ſociety, or of the ſubſcriptions or fines lo received 
by him or them on account of this ſociety, and 
ſhall continue ſo to neglett or refule, for the ſpace 
of {ix weeks from and after the Jays appointed for 
the payment of the quaſterly ſubſeriptions before 
mentioned, that then the Secretary ſhall imme- 
diately reyoke and annul the appointment of ſuch 
agent, and ſhall appoint ſome other agent in his 
ſtead ; and that they ſhall give due notice of ſuch 
new appointment t6 the members who have been 
uſed to tranſact their buſineſs relating to this ſo- 
ciety with ſuch agent. in the public newſpaper 
which ſhall be publiſhed neareſt to the place of 
reſidence of ſuch defaulting agent; and in caſe the 
Secretary ſhall negiett to revoke the appointment 


as aforeſaid, and appoint a new agent, he ſhall

That every perſon, on his or her being admit- 
ted a member of this ſociety, ſhall take out a cer- 
tificate, under the hand of the Secretary, or one 
of his agents appointed as aforeſaid, for which he 
or ſhe ſhall pay three pence for the Secretary or 
agent's own uſe ; the number of which certificate 
{hall be produced to the Secretary or his agent, by 
each member, at every reſpettive time of pay- 
ment of the ſubſcription money; or in default 
thereof, to be conſidered as not having applied to 
pay his or her ſubſcription : every ſubſcriber, 
on paying his or her ſubſcription, demanding of 


the Secretary, or agents, any memorandum or ac- 
knowledgment for the ſame, for ſuch memoran- 
dum or acknowledgement itall pay one halfpenny, 
and no more, 

XXVI. 

That this ſociety do commence and begin on and 
from the day and date hereof, and do continue to 
exiſt fully and effectually, to all intents and pur- 
polegtrom henceforth, for and during the ſull time 
and term of ſeven years: and that on or before 
the quarterly days, as fixed by the ſecond rule of 
this aſſociation, that is to ſay. the 6th of Novem- 


ber, 
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per, 6th of February, 6th of May, and 6th of 


Augult, in every year, during the ſaid term, each 
member ſhall, and will well and truly pay or cauſe 
to be paid into the hands of the ſaid Secre- 
tary, or one of his agents appointed or to 


be appointed by him, all ſuch ſubſcription money, 


fines and forſcitures, as ſhall be then in arrear, 
due, and owing ; and any member making default 
in ſuch payments at either of the quarterly days 
before mentioned, ſhall forfeit and pay the ſum of 
fix pence, for the benefit of this ſociety, which 
ſhall be paid to the Secretary with all ſubſcriptions 
arrears, fines and forfeitures, within ſix ſubſe— 
quent weeks, from and aſter the time of ſuch de- 
fault, or be excluded from all benefit and advan- 
tage of this ſociety, if the Committee ſo award; 
provided that every ſuch member ſhall have had 
advice from the Secretary (or his agent) of the 
faid ſociety, by poſt letter or otherwiſe, of ſuch 
ſum or ſums of money ih due, and for every 
ſuch notice ſhall pay the Secretary or agent ap- 
pointed by him, three pence for his own uſe and 
no more.

That whenever any member ſhall change his

ſaid ſociety, without fee or reward; and upon 
ſuch notice being ſo given, ſuch member may 
thereafter pay his or her ſubſcription to any o- 


ther agent of the ſaid ſociety, that may be more 


convenient ; and when any female member ſhall 
marry, ſhe ſhall, on or before the quarterly pay- 
ment next enſuing after ſuch marriage, inform 
the Secretary or his agent thereof, and have her

endorſed on the back of her certificate, for which 
entry and endorſement, ſhe ſhall pay the ſum of 
one ſhilling for the Secretary or agent's own uſe, 
for this trouble.

That it ſhall be lawful during the continuance 
of this aſſociation, for any member to aſſign or 
transfer his right to, and property in the capital 
ſtock of this ſociety to any perſon or perſons he 
or ſhe thinks proper, but ſuch aſſignment ſhall be 
endorſed on the certificate by the member and at- 
teſted by the Secretary, or one of his agents, and 


the member who aſſigus ſuch ſhare or ſhares, 


ſhall pay to the Secretary or agent, one ſhilling, 
with the expence of poſtage (if any) for ſuch en- 


dorlement; but be it remembered, that the per-

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ſon or perſons to whom ſuch aſſignment 1s made 
ſhall not be conſidered as poſleſſing any right to 
any part of the ſtock of this ſociety, at the time 
of diſtribution, till the perſon on whoſe life the 
purchaſe or entry was firſt made, 1s proved to the 
ſatisfaction of the Committee, for the time being, 
(or the major part of them) to have ſurvived to

That every perſon, becoming a member, may 
and ſhall have full and free liberty, to nominate 
either his or her. own life, or that of any other 
perſon, for any ſuch ſhare or ſhares, and that the 
chance of diſtribution, hereinafter mentioned, 


mall entirely depend on che life ſo nominated, 
and on no other,

XXXI. 


That ſuch infants as are or may be admitted 
members of the ſaid ſociety, whoſe ſubſcriptions 
are paid by their parent, or guardian and who, 
at the time of ſharing and diſtributing the capital 
ſtock of the ſaid ſociety, being then living, ſhal! 
not have completed their full age of twenty one 
years, or being females, have not married before 
attaining ſuch age, ſuch parent or parents, or 
guardian or guardians, ſhall be fully entitled to, 
and ſhall and may receive, on the behalf of ſuch 
infant, the full proportion of the ſaid capital ſtock 
to which ſuch infant may be entitled npon the 
general diſtribution. 


XXXII. 

That if ſuch parent or guardian ſhall happen to 
die before the diſtribution of the ſaid capital 
ſtock, and the infant ſo admitted ſhall have, 
either by himſelf, or herſelf or by any other 
perſon, for him or her, continued to make re- 
gular payments of his or her ſubſcriptions, with 
all other payments directed by this deed, then 
ſuch infant ſhall be fully entitled to and receive

ſaid Treaſurers do hereby covenant, and agree, 
for themlelves, their heirs, cxecutors, and admi- 
niſtrators, that they will, upon receiving orders 
from the Committee, as aforefaid, lay out, inveſt, 
or place out at intereſt, as aforelaid, all monies 
from time to time in their hands belonging 
to the ſaid ſociety ; and all monies ſo laid out 
and invelted, or placed out at intereſt, are hereby 
declared to be, and ſhall be upon ſpecial truſt and 
conſidence, and only for the uſe and benefit of the

That as in proceſs of time, ſome of the ſaid 
certificates may be loſt, burnt or deſtroyed; it
